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The Burbank Gardens 


To the Editor: 
FTER reading the recent FLowER GROWER 
articles on the Luther Burbank Centen- 
nial, your readers may like to know some- 
thing about the Burbank Garden, which is 
operated by the Santa Rosa Junior College as 
part of its Department of Botany and as a 
memorial to Luther Burbank. 
The area of the Burbank Garden comprises 
about one and a quarter acres of the original 
five-acre garden used by Burbank for his 





work with smaller plants. His work with 
fruits, nuts and larger ornamentals was 


mostly carried on at a larger, 15-acre gar- 
den near Sebastopol about seven miles to 
the southwest. 

Since Mr. Burbank’s death in 1926, the 
present area has been partly planted with 
trees, shrubs, etc., in an attractive landscape 
arrangement with an open area for flower 
beds. A small greenhouse also is in use. 
The Garden has been open to the public 
since 1932 and admission is free. 

Over 500 species of plants, trees, vines and 
shrubs are represented, including some of 
Burbank’s special introductions. Of particu- 
lar interest to visitors is the stately 100-foot 
cedar of Lebanon which constitutes a monu- 
ment and shelter for the final resting place 
of its famous owner. Other specially inter- 
esting trees are the strikingly symmetrical 
Araucaria bidwilli or bunya-bunya tree and 
the magnificent Burbank Paradox hybrid 
walnut, now in its 40th year and with a 
height and spread of about 75 feet. Of his 
many fruit introductions we have ten varie-

Keeping Cut Flowers 


To the Editor: 
ERHAPS Mrs. George L. Williams who 


writes recently in FLOweR GROWER 
that she has trouble preserving flowers might 
be interested in my methods of prolonging 
the life of cut flowers by several days: 
Rub salt on the bottom of poppy 
before placing in cold water to soak an hour 
before arranging. Squeeze gelatin-like sub- 
stance out of stems of narcissi and tulips 
before placing in water. Use only one inch 
of water in container, too much makes them 
wilt. For freesias, larkspur and sweetpeas

Hollies for the Midwest 


To the Editor: 
NOWING both Mr. Frierson and Mr. 


Dilatush, I was doubly interested in 
“The Best American Hollies” article which 
you published recently. 

Since Mr. Frierson is in the South and Mr. 
Dilatush is in the East, I thought you might 
be interested in a note from the Middle West. 
I have grown most of the varieties listed and 
would like to comment on the noteworthy 
ones for this section. 

I strongly advise planting Merry Christmas 
if only one variety is wanted. It is ex- 
tremely hardy and sets a very good crop of 
berries each year. Bountiful and Cardinal 
are also very fine and are able to take con- 
siderable cold. Clark and Griscom discolor 
a bit but regain their fine color later in the 
year. Croonenberg is fine if given protec- 
tion from strong winds. 

The following are not desirable hereabouts 
under normal winter conditions. Howard 
freezes back badly and loses most of its 
leaves. East Palatka kills to the ground 
most years; however, my plant is protected 
and does not suffer as badly as most field 
row plants. Hume No. 1 and No. 2 are 
hard to bring through without considerable 
damage. 

I have found that most hollies are easier 
to grow than a good many varieties of coni- 
fers and that if you give them proper care 
they reward you handsomely. — Ropert

N the March Weathervane column, 
the door was left wide open for a 
frank discussion of any shortcomings 
readers might find in the 
flower shows staged in a 


great spring 
dozen or so 
cities. Judging from the response, the 
customers are entirely pleased with these 
shows and have no criticism of them 
whatsoever. Now that these shows are 
but a memory, I’m inclined to agree that 


this year, at least the eastern ones which‘ 


I saw, were much better than those of 
the last few years. 

Just one constructive idea came in on 
a post card—an idea worth passing on 
both to the exhibitors and visitors alike. 
“Why don’t the nurserymen have avail- 
able a diagram of their garden displays, 
with a planting plan naming the shrubs 
and flowers used?” asked this reader. 
As it happened. one New York exhibitor, 
the Stumpp & Walter Co., did distribute 
a plan of their formal garden at the 
show. Locations of all accessories and 
plants, including a large bed of their 
new cream-white and pink tulip Mrs. 
Edwin Carter, were carefully indicated 
in a drawing made to scale. Plants were 
listed and described too on the sheet 
distributed free at the show. 

Likewise, the W. Atlee Burpee Co. 
had a simple plan printed of their Mari- 
gold garden in the New York Show. 
Thus a beginning has been made in mak- 
ing flower show gardens not only lovely 
to look at but also practical for the pub- 
lic. 
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Exhibits in New York of the botanical 
gardens this year excelled all previous 
efforts in staging and educational value. 
Although one should have seen these ex- 
hibits to fully appreciate them, they will 
have permanent value because of the 
publications made available. For in- 
stance, The New York Botanical Garden 
display represented a cottage 
landscaped with plants suitable for the 
location, adjoining which sand dunes 
and seashore were planted with native 
plant material. In conjunction with its 
exhibit, the Garden offered copies of its 
March Journal containing a feature ar- 
ticle by Dr. E. J. Alexander on “Wild 
Flowers of Our Coastal Lands” and also 
a tabulation of plants of coastal areas in 
the region of New York. Copies of this 
Journal are still available for 15 cents 
from the Garden at Bronx Park, New 


York 58, N. Y.

(THE Brooklyn Botanic Garden exhibit 

featured 100 species and varieties of 
dwarf plants, mostly woody. These 
plants. each identified by name, were 
staged in tiers. A second part of the dis- 
play demonstrated the use of several 
kinds for garden and foundation plant- 
ing. Again, a leaflet was available, titled 
“Dwarf Plants for Contemporary Gar- - 
dens,” listing 118 truly dwarf plants with 
approximate size at a given age. Consid- 
ering the overgrown appearance of most 
foundation plantings, a serious study 
needs to be made of shrubby plants 
which will remain dwarf for many years. 
The Brooklyn Botanic Garden leaflet is 
still available without cost from the Gar- 
den in Brooklyn, N. Y.

Though undoubtedly he himself deeply 
enjoys the pleasures to which he hails 
us. the author, in building a rigid frame- 
work for his book and filling it in with 
appropriate facts, somehow has created 
an effect rather like that of a “catalogue” 
poem. Although surely intended to 
reach a high inspirational level and carry 
the reader up with it, I found myself at 
the end with my feet still planted on the 
ground.

Iris Mutation 


By W. N. STEIL, (Wis.) 


OR several years, an iris of apparently 

good quality, growing in my garden, 
produced purple flowers with yellow- 
bearded falls. During the past season, 
also, most of the flower stalks of the 
plant produced flowers true to type. 
However, one of the branches of the rhi- 


zome had white flowers, tinged slightly | 


with purple, and another one had flowers 


This iris mutation, half purple and half 


white, arose from an all-purple variety. 


each of which was half white and half 
purple. 

There was a sharp line of demarcation 
between the two parts of these flowers 
extending from top to bottom, including 
the standards and the falls. The falls of 
both types of flowers were vellow- 
bearded. Each stalk of the rhizome bore 
a single flower stalk with three flowers. 
The branches of the rhizome were joined 
and hence there can be no doubt in re- 
gard to the origin of the different kinds 
of flowers. 

When a mutation occurs in a part of a 
plant and there are present two gene- 








tically different tissues, as in the flower | 


of the iris which is half white and half 
purple, the plant is known as a chimera 
Chimeras sometimes appear in a large 
number of plants, including certain va- 
rieties of canna, geranium, ivy, snap-

N the lavishness of spring, the delicate 
white flowers of fringetrees are unique 
and command admiration even among 

the most colorful garden planting. White 
or American fringetree is one of our most 
attractive native plants. Although largely 
neglected for many years, it is again be- 
coming popular along with a good num- 
ber of other natives. 

There are just two species of fringe- 
tree or snow-flower—Chionanthus. as the 
scientific name has it. One is native of 
the eastern United States and the other 
grows wild in China. The latter is a 
rather rare subject, though a few nurs- 
eries carry it and there are fine speci- 
mens in some parks and botanic gardens. 

The Chinese fringetree is usually con- 
sidered less beautiful than the American 
species, though its bloom comes three or 
four weeks later. It is desirable for this 
reason alone. This genus of just two 
species in the plant world—one in eastern 
America and the other in China—is one 
of the convincing links. along with tulip- 
trees. magnolias, witch-hazels, sweet- 
gums and a few others, in the close rela- 
tionship between the woody plants of 
China and Japan and of our eastern 
states. 

American fringetree is Chionanthus 
virginicus, but its natural range extends 
far beyond the state of Virginia. The 
Swedish botanist Linnaeus used “virgini- 
cus” in the general sense which is best 


icanus” instead. From Chester County

The common name implies _tree-like 
stature. In the wild, trees surpassing 20 
feet are fairly common. For gardens, 
however, and particularly if one wishes 
to have the snowy flowers in reach for 
close examination, it is easy enough and 
usually desirable to encourage a plant 
to make three or five small trunks and 
develop a low crown of branches. Treated 
in this way, plants grow 12 or 15 feet 
high and about the same in spread. The 
crown of small branches is usually well 
above the ground. permitting an under- 
planting with azaleas, mountain-laurels, 
and other favorites that prefer some 
shade.

Bark and branches of  fringetrees 
rather markedly resemble their close rela- 
tives, the ashes. This similarity is most 
conspicuous in winter, though one does 
not expect to see ash-trees with small 
curving trunks and a low crown of 
branches. In the growing season, the 
simple. uncut leaves of fringetrees, 3 to 
8 inches long. would never let anyone 
mistake these for ashes. 

The flowers are their crowning glory. 
In May and early June—or earlier along 
the Gulf-coast states—fringetrees are cov- 
ered with pure white flowers in graceful 
nodding panicles. Only now and then 
does a specimen have individual flowers 
more than one inch long, but they are so 
profusely born in these abundant clius- 
ters that the effect of a well-grown speci- 
men in full bloom is nothing short of 
breath-taking. 

In late summer. chionanthus often has 
another feast for the eyes, but this de- 
pends on the nature of the flowers that 
gave the snowy display four months 
previously. The larger blooms with petals 
more than *4-inch long were probably 
staminate and produced pollen. If bees 
and other insect visitors carried grains 
of pollen to pistillate flowers on another 
specimen nearby, this plant should have 
a brilliant display of dark blue berry- 
like fruits. These are ellipsoid and about 
¥-inch long and very handsome. espe- 
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cially when the sun lights the depths of 
their fine coloring. 

Fringetrees are valuable landscape 
subjects. They grow best in a light rich 
soil, and their native haunts along the 
banks of streams suggest the best way to 
enjoy these small trees—in wild-garden 
or naturalistic plantings. Their spectacu- 
lar bloom makes them fine against ever- 
greens at the end of a vista, such as a

O you have trouble with geranium

planted them two joints deep in 5-inch 
pots of sandy soil, six cuttings to a pot. 
It was a cool cloudy day and I set the 
pots outside in light, misty rain. 

I kept the cuttings on an east porch 
where they got some early morning sun 
daily, and watered them whenever the 
surface of the soil got dry—just as I do 
established plants. They never wilted, and 
in a month the filled with 
roots. I carefully separated the plants 
then and potted them singly in 5-inch 
pots. They allow plants to develop to a 
good, convenient size, capable of sus- 
tained flowering. I don’t adhere to a strict 
soil formula, but my mixture consists of 
something like three parts of good gar- 
den soil, one of leafmold. and one-half 
part of sand. 

When the plants had become estab- 
lished after transplanting, I put them on 
the gound east of the house. Morning 
sun is sufficient in summer, and my 
plants got a little shade during the morn- 
ing also from a thinly branched hickory 
tree. Feeding with a complete garden 
fertilizer 14 teaspoonful to a 5-inch pot, 
in July and again in September, kept 
them growing vigorously. 

I didn’t have to prune to get well- 
branched plants. Removal of the many 
summer flower buds produced by plants 
that are growing as they should, has the 
same effect.

I moved my plants to a southern exposure 
to remain until time to take them indoors.

The iris suf- 
fered from crowding so I moved the 
poppies. 

Next, I tried planting the iris in com- 
bination with chrysanthemums, the theory 
being that they would bloom in June 
while the latter were Small and the chrys- 
anthemums later on after the iris had 
been cut back. The trouble with this was 
that the chrysanthemums grew tall enough 


poppies 


to overtop the iris long before they were 
ready to bloom. The older iris clumps can 
take a little crowding in their stride but 
the newly planted ones are almost elbowed 
aside by rapidly growing mums. 

Although iris do best in full sunlight, 
I have tried them on the north side of the 
house, using large clumps that were eas- 
ily established, This is against all author- 
ity and I would hate to risk new plants 
there, but the old plants all survived and 
bloomed as plentifully as any others, al- 
though a week or so later than the same 
varieties in sunlight. 

In transplanting, which I do any time 
of year that the ground isn’t frozen, I find 
it best to wait until after blooming. Mov- 
ing them before this often results in no 
flowers until the following year. I never 
group less than three “fans” together in 
a triangle and sometimes use up to three 
or four times that many, grouped in a flat- 
tened circle, with one or two in the center 
and I turn all the fans in one direction 
for a neat-looking row or bed. Bonemeal 
dug in when planting and superphosphate 
applied in spring have given me the best 
results.

The Laurel 


By ANNE DORRANCE 


NE of the treasures that the Pilgrims 
found lavishly adorning the New 
England wilderness was mountain 

laurel. The Indians called it “spoon- 
wood plant” and to later colonists it was 
“calico bush.” But early settlers were 
reminded of old-world laurel and their 
name for it holds to this day. 

Actually mountain laurel is not a laurel 
at all, as Linnaeus pointed out many 
years later. It is Kalmia latifolia, be- 
longing to the Ericaceae or heath family, 
while European laurel is a member of the 
Lauraceae or laurel family, which is a 
cosmopolitan group known in legend and 
industry. Leaves of laurel were used to 
crown the brows of emperors, heroes and 
poets and were a symbol of truce as well 
as victory. Species of Lauraceae yield 
such products as benzoin, cinnamon and 
sassafras. 

The name mountain laurel had been 
accepted before Linnaeus had a chance to 
set the world right on its classification. 
Specimens were sent to him by Peter 
Kalm., who was impressed by the beauty 
and abundance of the plant as he trav- 
elled about America on a mission for the 
Royal Swedish Academy. Linnaeus forth- 
with named the shrub Kalmia in honor 
of his friend and student. 

Kalmia, the latin version of Kalm, has. 
irked some Americans who feel this beau- 
tiful plant should have been named for 
john Bartram, the great native botanist 
of the Revolutionary period. Bartram had 
sent specimens to his friend Collinson in 
London 20 years before Kalm set eyes on 


_ mountain laurel. 


There has been some discussion about 
kalmia’s poisonous qualities. Certainly 
the records indicate that K. augustifolia 
contains poison, In his Early Medical 
Botany, Dr. Johnson wrote of an infusion 
of poisonous mountain laurel leaves pro- 
ducing a wonderful cure in some patients 
and being almost fatal to others. 

On this point Bailey writes in his 
Standard Cyclopedia of Horticulture: “It 
is said that the leaves of the kalmias 
are poisonous, especially K. angustifolia.” 

The Indians used preparations of the 
leaves for medicine and as a way of 
committing suicide. K. angustifolia of 
the Eastern United States is definitely 
poisonous to grazing animals. It is com- 
monly known as “wicky,” “sheepkill” and 
“lambkill.” 

Whether or not there has been confu- 
sion between the large. exquisitely beau- 
tiful K. latifolia and the shrubby, more or 
less inconspicuous K. angustifolia, in this 
respect, caution seems to be indicated.

Le RE are a dozen fine shrubs selected from many times that number of 
those brought into cultivation by Ernest H. Wilson. They are not necessarily 
the best, for those would be different to each gardener. Some of us are more 
readily stirred by a plant’s sheer beauty, others by its challenge to our skills 
or by its adaptability to our uses. All these shrubs are outstanding gifts 
of a great plant explorer. 


I. SORBARIA ARBOREA, from Central China in 1908, is the finest among the 
giant, plume-flowered spiraea relatives that have proved themselves hardy inland 
from the New York-Boston area. Milk-white blossoms, fuzzy with protruding stamens, 
are borne on the current season’s growth from July to August. This shrub reaches 
7 to 15 feet in height when moisture and soil conditions are right. Sorbarias are 
boldly decorative. By means of suckering roots they form patches of great width 
rather than clear-cut shrubs. Under close control and treated periodically as die-back 
shrubs, they may be used in the small home landscape to excellent advantage.

3. BERBERIS VERRUCULOSA js the hardiest evergreen barberry in 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y. It forms a broad, low, flat-topped or slightly domed bush 
of dense form, rarely over 24% feet high. The glistening leathery leaves about 
an inch long are wavy and very spiny. The deep green color on the upper side 























is contrasted by silvery white on the reverse. Small yellow blossoms are borne 
singly or in pairs practically throughout the summer. These are followed by 
black, blue-dusted, slender drooping berries on thin, slender stalks. These 
remain well into winter. From late summer on, depending upon the amount of 
sunlight received, the foliage takes on more or less pronounced bronzy shades. 


4. RHODODENDRON MICRANTHUM brought in by Wilson in 1900 is 
a rugged semi-evergreen species. Although it is not as brilliant as a Kurume 
hybrid it is remarkable for its resemblance to our native Labrador tea (Ledum 
groenlandicum). It would take a botanist to tell the two apart. Both have the 
same pine-woods aroma. The Labrador tea grows to 3 feet high in lowlands 
while seedlings of R. micranthum raised 16 years ago now range from 31% to 7 
feet in height. The bushes are round-topped and the green leaves take on a 
dull purplish hue in autumn. Nicely contrasted with the foliage at that time are 
the plump, brownish flower buds. In spring these open into clusters of tiny 
white flowers. The flower buds have not suffered even in our coldest winters. 
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5. COTONEASTER DIVARICATA, introduced in 1907, is a fine shrub, 
about 6 by 7 feet, for an open, uncrowded location. The leaves are closely set 
and glossy and take on subdued purplish autumn hues. The shrub is a bush- 
like version of the more generally familiar C. horizontalis pattern of flat 
or somewhat twisted, shield-like sprays of branches. These planes are 
extended at various angles to form the outline of the bush. There is the 
same shimmer of tiny pink blossoms about June 1. The berries are more 
elongated, brilliant red, and usually placed in two’s and three’s along the 
older wood. Fully hardy at Poughkeepsie, N. Y., this shrub may be used in 
widely spaced groups on slopes, or above retaining walls, or.in any way that 
will effectively bring out its distinctive, somewhat sweeping growth habit. 


6. MALUS HUPEHENSIS, the 
tea crab, (M. theifera), 1900, is out- 
standing for its peculiar growth 
habit rather than for any superior 
quality of flower or fruit. It develops 
a rather rigid frame of branches, 
clearly V-shaped in profile and nar- 
rower than any other comparable 
kind. This effect becomes more 
striking as the branches grow longer 
and ultimately they tend to spread 
or arch outward with their own 
weight. The single, white to pinkish 
fragrant blossoms are followed by 
small, greenish-yellow, red-cheeked 
fruit. This crabapple furnishes an 
interesting variation from the usual 
apple-tree outlines of other kinds. It 
invites experimentation with special, 
artificial trained effects. Although 
the tea crab is not easily fitted into 
the average garden scene it may be 





just the thing for special designs. 


7. BERBERIS GAGNEPAINT js one of two evergreen barberries Wilson 
introduced in 1910. The other was B. verruculosa. Both of these are among 
the prettiest of all available broad-leaved evergreens. Like all of these it 
should be given careful thought in placement. A northeast exposure, 
sheltered from midday sun in winter, is preferred. B. gagnepaini rarely 
grows over 34% feet high in Poughkeepsie, N. Y. and does not develop the 
flattened top of B. verruculosa. The leaves are narrow, mostly more than 2 
inches long, but not as glossy or leathery as those of B. verruculosa. 
Flowers are bright yellow, in clusters of two or more; fruits, bluish-black. 


8. COTONEASTER racemiflora var. 
soongorica was also introduced in 
the same year. It is not suitable for indi- 
vidual specimen use but may be used 
for more sketchy draping effects. Some 
seedlings are loose transparent bushes, 
consisting of rather rigid, widely arch- 
ing branches, measuring 5 or 6 feet by 
about 8 feet. Flat sprays of branchlets 
are carried on the upper parts of the 
branches. About June 1 there is a good 
display of spiraea-like buttons of bloom, 
left, and in September, lasting through 
October, a great splurge of round ber- 
ries ripen. Wilson himself called these 
coral-pink but they seem more of a 
dull, light’ red although of remarkable 
effect in the abundance in which they 
are borne, right. The shrub is not one 
for the tidy, small border but for a 
bold sweeping effect in a large area. 
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9. KOREAN SPIRAEA (Spiraea trichocarpa), introduced in 1920, rep- 
resents a welcome variation of the old familiar S. vanhouttei. It comes into 
bloom a few days to a week later than vanhouttei and furnishes much the 
same, pleasantly diffuse shrub effect although it is a little coarser, leaves are 
less serrate, and the shrub shape somewhat less rounded in outline, in sum- 
mer more boldly pierced by vigorous erect shoots. It is very like the van- 
houttei hybrid in flowering habit and general aspect. Judged objectively it 
can hardly be pronounced superior to it. It has the advantage of being 
slightly different from the older shrub and the variance in flowering time 
makes it fit in better with timing schedules where bloom is wanted later. 


10. NEILLIA SINENSIS, = from 
Central China in 1901 is a first-rate 
garden shrub where hardy. It’s 
barely so near the coast in the Bos- 
ton—New York area. Inland, as in 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., it freezes back 
badly. This means a total loss of 
flowers since they are produced from 
the one-year-old wood. Neillia grows 
into a broadly spreading, 3 to 5-foot 
shrub, which forms a loose bush with 
slender leaves that suggest those of 
Stephanandra incisa, Kerria japonica 
and Rhodotypos scandens, all of 
which are good companions for 
neillia. Tiny, tubular pink flowers 
open about Decoration Day. They’re 
not conspicuous but lovely when seen 
close at hand. Where hardy. this 
shrub is a valuable addition to the 
list of small or medium-sized kinds 
well suited for use in the border. 





11. COTONEASTER SALICIFOLIA FLOCCOSA, 1908. is another 
shrub that is more reliably hardy near the coast in the New York—Boston 
area than inland. In the north its foliage does not persist all winter as it 
does in the south but it takes on striking bronze to beet-red autumn shades. 
The shrub grows about 10 feet high and is graceful in many ways—in the 
splash of its outer branches, the sweeping curves of the lower ones, the rather 
wide spacing of its leaves all of which enhance the effect of both flower 
and fruit. The slender tapering, leathery leaves to 3-inches long are 
wrinkled on the upper surface. In early June there is a truly fine spiraea- 
like display of white flowers and in October of bright-red, clustered berries. 


12. BERBERIS VERNAE, 2 pretty 
shrub, that grows to about 5 feet high 
and of greater width, was introduced 
by Wilson in 1910. Even the seedlings 
raised 15 years ago, now of mature 
stature, have retained their youthful 
grace of form. Their numerous trusses 
of branchlets hang from the upper parts 
of robust arching stems. In May these 
branchlets are hung with rather effec- 
tive, drooping racemes of yellow blos- 
soms, left. In September the dangling 
round berries, in melting shades of old 
ivory to salmon-pink, have a translucent 
look. These are even more effective 
when the foliage turns brilliant orange- 
red in autumn. At that time there isn’t 
anything prettier among the barberries. 
The shrub is perfectly hardy inland 
—even happier than near the coast.

For Early Flowers... 


Shade Your Mums! 


By ERNEST L. SCOTT. CN. J.) 


Co-author of “Chrysanthemums for Pleasure” 


HE chrysanthemum is a_ short-day 

plant. That means it will set buds 

only after the days begin to shorten. 
That. in turn, means its flowers will not 
ordinarily mature until the autumn. And 
this, finally, means that in many cases 
frost will destroy the flowers or even pre- 
vent there being any flowers at all. This 
last is especially true of many of the 
finer mum varieties. 

Commercial growers shorten the length 
of the day artificially in order to make 
chrysanthemums set their buds and de- 
velop their flowers earlier. They do this 
by covering the plants with a light-proof 
material several hours before darkness 
in the evening and allowing this material 
to remain in place for several hours after 
daylight the next morning. This shading 
is done every day for certain lengths ‘of 
time. depending upon the variety and the 
date flowers are wanted. By this means 
varieties that normally bloom in late 
October and early November can be 
made to flower in September and even in 
late August. A large part of the chrysan- 
themums sold by the florists through 
September are grown outdoors by means 
of this shading technique. 

If commercial growers can _ profitably 








grow these varieties outdoors under 
shade. there is no reason why the ama. 
teur chrysanthemum enthusiast cannot 
do so too. As it happens it is among the 
late October and November varieties that 
the wide range of flower size and form is 
to be found, and it is this which sets the 
chrysanthemum off from all other flowers. 

Another advantage of shading is that 
the blooming time may be more closely 
regulated. This is especially true if 
shading is combined with “time-pinch- 
ing. Accurate timing is particularly im- 
portant to anyone who is interested in 
exhibiting at a specified date. 

*Pinching,” of course, simply means 
removing the top of a plant in its young 
stage in order to make it branch out o1 
to otherwise regulate its growth. “Time- 
pinching” is merely pinching a certain 
number of days in advance of the time 
when flowers are wanted. Actually. the 
time of pinching tends to determine 
when the buds will be formed, and this 
in turn tends to determine when the 
flowers will open. 

In time-pinching for large, high qual- 
ity blooms, the plants are pinched only 
once, and this is done on the exact date 
that has been found best for the variety 
in question. Authorities differ somewhat 
on the question of optimum length of 
time, but. in general. when time-pinching 
is combined with shading, it can be 
recommended that plants be pinched 37 
days before shading is begun. This will 
work satisfactorily with any variety, 
though changes may be in order as ex- 
perience grows. 

Only three of the branches that result 
from the pinch should be retained if

for once flattened by violent wind it may 
not be possible to raise the stems without 
breaking them. Balloon-flowers seldom 
if ever need dividing and so are usually 
left in their original places for many 
years. It’s therefore advisable, as already 
stated, to start with good, rich soil, then 
to top-feed them periodically rather than 
to take them up and renew all the soil. 

The balloon-flowers are closely re- 
lated to the bell-flowers. In fact. they 
were originally put in the genus cam- 
panula by the botanist Jacquin. Later 
they were transferred to the genus 
wahlenbergia by Schrader and finally, 
in 1830. DeCandolle created a new genus 
for them, platycodon. This comes from 
the Greek word platys, meaning broad, 
and kodon, meaning bell, and aptly de- 
scribes their broad, bell-like flowers. 
The common name, balloon-flower, de- 
rives from the appearance of the flower 
bud just before it opens. 

Horticultural literature abounds with 
references to several species of platyco- 
don, including P. japonicum, P. mariesi 
and P. glaucum, but most botanists today 
consider all of them to be merely forms 
of one species, P. grandiflorum, with a 
range from Manchuria and _ Siberia, 
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through Korea and China to Japan. The 
true P. grandiflorum is usually described 
as 2 feet high, but it is not difficult to 
get 3-foot specimens under good culture. 
The form or variety mariesi, on the other 
hand, seldom exceeds 1 foot. 

As for personal preferences, I’ve al- 
ways favored the single-flowered, blue 
platycodon, and the bluer the flowers the 
better I like them. However, I’m only 
one of many thousands of gardeners, and 
I’m sure many others will prefer the 
purples, lavenders, whites and pinks, and 
especially the newer double-flowered va- 
rieties in these shades, 

A seed packet marked Platycodon 
grandiflorum usually will give plants 
varying in height from a foot, which will 
probably represent the varieties japoni- 
cum and mariesi, perhaps also nana 
which is said to be even dwarfer than 
mariesi, up to or exceeding 3 feet. The 
color range will probably be quite wide, 
including various blues and purples and 
a few whites. Most plants will be single- 
flowered, though some semi-doubles will 
probably show up. If you get a real sky- 
blue, like the old variety Die Fee which 
I have grown for 20 years, you really will 
have something to cherish.

New Double Batloon-Flowers 


A new family of double balloon-flowers is being introduced for the first time this 


year under the name of Bristol Beauties. The group includes Bristol Bride, a pure 
white, shown at the top center in the illustration above; Bristol Bluebird, the darker 


blooms in the picture; Bristol Blush, a delicate shell pink, the center and bottom 


right flowers; and. Bristol Belle, lavender, not shown in the illustration. 


These new 


platycodons grow 2 to 3 feet tall, make strong, permanent plants, and bloom from July on. 


Their development is the result of many years of careful hybridization and selection. 


A packet marked Platycodon mariesi 
will probably yield about the same colors, 
but usually the plants will not exceed a 
foot in height. Seed marked P. praecox 
gigantea—the name is intended to indi- 
cate early flowering and of large size or 
large flowers—will yield early flowers, 
mostly in shades of blue, and plants up 
to 4 feet tall. 

Raising balloon-flowers from seed is 
simplicity itself. In this locality we 
usually sow in an open frame in early 
spring, transplanting the seedlings to 
their permanent places the first fall or 
the following spring. If, 
have a special color scheme in mind, we 
first plant them in nursery rows where 
their colors can be determined. 

Of course if you are working toward 
strict color lines—or if you’re simply 
the type of person who always likes to 
know just what he’s getting—the thing

to do is to buy named varieties. Unfor- 
tunately, though, these are no longer 
plentiful in American nurseries. Where, 
for instance, are you to find the lovely old 
sky-blue Die Fee or the most floriferous, 
semi-double, blue variety multi- 
flora? 

Happily, however, we do have the beau- 
tiful new single Shell Pink and the even 
more exciting new doubles in white, blue, 
lavender and pink. Shell Pink is a lovely 
light shade of pik with darker veins; 
the upstanding plants grow to about 30 
inches and flower from early to late 
summer, I have not seen the new doubles 
myself, but I can certainly see 
field of usefulness for them.

But to take advantage of this saving the 
purchaser must have special facilities to 
handle the cuttings upon arrival. These 
include good potting soil and the means 
of growing the cuttings into a plant in 
time to set out around the first of June. 
Rooted cuttings are shoots about 2 to 
3 inches long snipped from dahlia roots 
or clumps and then rooted, usually by 
first dipping into a rooting powder and 


cents, 


rooted cuttings as it roots. 








then placing them in moist sand or 
vermiculite for a period of two weeks or 
more until an ‘adequate root system has 
developed. The commercial grower ships 
them wrapped in moist sphagnum moss 
and they should be attended to immedi- 
ately upon arrival. 

These rooted cuttings may be potted 
up in 3-inch clay pots or in plant bands 
of about the same size. They should be 
watered enough to settle the earth around 
the roots and then placed out of direct 
sunlight, but with plenty of air. until 
the roots have taken hold. This is usually 
a matter of three or four days. After

that they may be moved out into direct 
sunshine, 

The best time to have the cuttings. ar- 
rive is from the middle of April to the 
first of May, although cuttings received 
as late as May 23 have produced sizable 
plants and flowers before frost. They 
should be grown at a temperature of 
about 60°. Too rapid growth will cause 
spindly plants which will have to be 
topped or pinched back before they are 
set out into the garden. Some gardeners 
even set rooted cuttings right out in the 
dahlia bed and shade them with a peach 
basket until they have become estab- 
lished. 

If one cannot take care of rooted cut- 
tings properly, then the next most eco- 
nomical method for new stock is plants. 
These are rooted cuttings grown to green 
plants. Usually they are from 6 to 9 
inches tall and available in 3-inch pots or 
plant bands of about the same. size. 
They have been hardened off by the 
grower by placing them in coldframes 
and exposing them to the elements when 
there is no danger of freezing. They are 
more rugged than rooted cuttings and 
are ready for the garden when received. 
It is important to have them delivered 
shortly before time to plant them out. 
that is, when all danger of frost is past. 

Plants that arrive in cardboard pots 
should be removed from the container 
and planted. Those which come in plant 
bands may be set in the ground, plant 
band and all, so the root system will not 
be disturbed. It is good practice to give 
the plants a thorough soaking upon ar- 
rival and also just prior to planting.

Tips for Northern Gardeners 


ARLY in May the vegetable garden 

begins to take shape. Rows of early 

sown carrots, beets and cabbage ap- 
pear crisp and green, the peas may be as 
high as two feet, and in our mind's eye 
we are already visualizing the first pick- 
ing of spring lettuce and bundles of 
crisp. fragrant (to put it mildly) scal- 
lions. 

May is the time to start tender vege- 
tables. The locality and the soil condi- 
tions determine how early in the month 
planting should take place. Plant out 
when you think there is no more likeli- 
hood of frost, not before. Another thing 
to take into consideration is the soil. 
Cold, wet soil is not a good growing 
medium for tender seeds and it is sur- 
prising how waiting even a few more 
days can change soil conditions. 

\ fairly safe barometer for telling 
when to plant corn and string beans is 
the dogwood tree. W hen it blooms it is 
usually safe to go ahead. Late in May or 
early in June the lima beans can _ be 
planted, but they are susceptible to rot if 
the soil is too cold. Even when growing

conditions seem to be favorable they may 
rot if there is a heavy rain soon after 
planting them.

CUCUMBER. SQUASH AND MELON 
are sown late in May in hills that are 
spaced 4 or 5 feet apart.

Here’s How You Can... 


Combat Frost Damage 


By VICTOR BALL, (IIL) 


VERY gardener knows what a late 
frost in the spring or an early frost 
in the fall ean do to his prized plant- 

ings. Among the more common victims at 
one end of the season or the other are 
dahlias, tomatoes, iris, peonies and 
peaches—in fact. practically any of the 
more tender flowers. vegetables and fruits 
are susceptible. Sometimes it means the 
destruction of the flowers before they 
have begun to fade or of the fruits before 
they have fully matured. Sometimes it 



















The simplest frost protec- 
tion is by covering plants 
so as to trap the heat of 
the earth. Straw, burlap, 
and the like will answer 
the purpose. Here inverted 
wooden troughs are used to 


protect young vegetables. 
e oS e 


Infra-red bulbs. suspended 
above plants. afford good 
frost protection for home 
gardens.

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means the destruction of the buds even 


before there have been any flowers or 


fruits at all. In either case it can be a 
thoroughly disheartening occurrence. 

It goes without saying, of course, that 
if through some freak of nature the 
temperature falls far below its normal 
range during spring or fall—say 10° or 
so below the critical point for the plants 
in question=not much can usually be 
done about it. If. however.—and this is 
what usually happens—it drops only 3 or 
1 degrees below the critical point, say to 
26° or 27°, then something .can be done 
about it. A few of the ways in which 
frosts of this kind can be prevented from 
injuring your plants are discussed in the 
following paragraphs. 


INFRA-RED BULBS. In trials at Mich- 
igan State College. dahlias were protected 


from injury at a 26° temperature by

using 250-watt infra-red bulbs spaced 
5 by 5 feet apart over the planted area. 
The infra-red bulbs should be set 3 to 4 
feet above the tops of the foliage, and 
they should be turned on an hour or so 
before the temperature hits freezing so as 
to get a little head start in warming the 


‘plants, 


Plants vary in the amount of frost they 
can tolerate. A tender tomato, soft and 
spindly, just out of the greenhouse. hot- 
bed or coldframe, might easily freeze at 
26° even with the infra-red bulbs. At the 
other extreme. some varieties of oats can 
stand 15° without benefit of bulbs or 
anything else! So the critical tempera- 
ture. even with the protection of infra- 
red bulbs. depends both on the species 
of plant and on its condition, whether it 
is succulent and soft or woody and hard. 

Needless to say, you'll have a harder 
time protecting your plants on a frosty 
night that is windy than on one that is 
not. So a wind screen, in addition to the 
bulbs, may sometimes be in order.

Japanese Dwarfed Trees 


Macey Kantz (N. Y.)— 


Tree seedlings may be dwarfed by con- 
tinuously crowding the roots in small pots 
or containers and top-pruning the tree for 
the corresponding amount of root growth 
removed. False-cypress, yew, spruce, juniper 
and pine are the favorites for dwarfing, be- 
cause they are not so apt to produce many 
new branches. Some of the deciduous trees 
that are dwarfed are larches, pears, maples, 
and cherry varieties, but new laterals appear 
more readily than on evergreen varieties. 

Field-grown are best to. start 
with. Primary pruning is necessary only 
to remove the larger roots. On some trees, 
the tap-root must be removed; on other 


seedlings

varieties there may be five or six roots which 
normally serve to anchor the tree upright. 
Do not injure the small feeding roots and 
don’t prune these back. Prune enough of 
the tree above ground, so that it 
ceive enough 


will re- 
nourishment to live without 
the growing tips dying back. 

Plunge pot in a position outdoors as near 
its native exposure as possible. Shelter it 
from drying winds, but give it the sun it 
Due to 
decreased root strength, trees of this sort 
are unable to stand winter weather, 
so they should be moved indoors or into a 
coldframe over winter. Instead of watering 
lightly every day or so, lift pot and set in 
water until soil is thoroughly wet. On these 
occasions, check drainage hole in pot for 
roots that might force their way out. If roots 
appear, cut them off, as they would allow 
the plant to resume a more normal rate of 
growth. Each spring, prune out any new

If avail- 
able, cottonseed meal or dried blood are ex- 
cellent fertilizers. Spray foliage at least 
twice a week. Buds will have formed within 
swelled terminal growths when still outdoors. 
If new shoots should precede the blossoms, 
pinching of these leaf shoots should be done 
or else bloom will be sacrificed. 

I find in summary the chief requisites 
then are: cool growing quarters, rather high 
humidity, regular feeding, and plenty of 
moisture at all times.—H. MENFoRD OLSON

. Culture of Delphiniums 


Amelia Klemisch (S. Dak.)— 


Delphinum seed does not need to be frozen, 
but it does benefit from exposure to moderate 
cold before planting. The delphinium 
specialists, Vetterle & Reinelt. recommend 
that even fresh seed be placed between two 
moist blotters and left under the freezing 
compartment of the refrigerator for at least 
a week to induce high germination.—H. A. 
Jackson (Wis.) 


By all means, freeze delphinium seeds be- 
fore planting. After two failures without 
freezing, my third lot came along beautifully 
early last August. The seeds were frozen in 
an ice cube tray in the electric refrigerator. 
The planting was then made in the shade to 
prevent drying out too rapidly. The seeds 
were covered } inch with sifted soil and kept 
moist until the plants were up. After true 
leaves had formed. they were transplanted 
with a ball of soil to their permanent loca- 
tion. About March 15 this year new growth 
was coming through the coal ash mulch that 
was applied last fall after the ground had 
frozen hard.—C. E. DeNNy (Ind.) 


Delphinium seeds can be frozen in_ ice 
cubes in the refrigerator before planting, 
This is not necessary, however. Good results 
can be had by planting freshly ripened seeds 
in June in a shady place——H. F. Newron

Humming Bird Meth

I wonder if the identification of the bug 
doing the damage is correct.

We enjoy 
watching the moth at work gathering nectar 
from the flowers in early evening. Its swift, 
darting flight is certainly a thing of beauty. 
The only damage we have ever observed is 


that from the large green worms of this

Do not attempt to clean up red spider 
with DDT, as it is ineffective on these crit- 
ters, but kills off their natural enemies, al-

The disease you mention may be the dam- 
age done by minute insects called thrips. 
These feed on the young flower buds. In 
gladiolus, these show no partiality to colors, 
although the spots are less noticeable on 
whites. Spray or dust with DDT for con- 
trol, but just in case it’s red spider use 
nicotine or pyrethium also, and burn infested

Ginger Lily Culture

Ginger lily (hedychium) needs rich soil 
composed of peaty loam with a little sand 
and a generous quantity of well-rotted cow 
or sheep manure.

After blooming, 
lift, dry off gradually and rest in a cool 
place. Repot in new soil in spring or early

ROSES are subject to attacks of both 
disease and insects. so better start the 
rose spray program in May too. There 
are several combinations of dust and 
spray available for control of both insects 
and black spot. which is the most pre- 
valent rose disease. Rotenone in com- 
bination with fermate does a good job. 
Spray or dust every 10 days or after 
heavy rains for good control, and also be 


sure to remove leaves on which the spot 
appears to prevent the disease spreading 


to other parts of the plant. 


LAWN WEEDS may be eliminated with 
2. 4-D. It is easy to apply in either dust 
or spray form, but be careful that the 
breezes do not carry it to garden plants, 
shrubs and trees for it kills them too. I 
recommend that you use a special tank 
for 2, 4-D for it can do a great deal of 
harm if not very completely washed from 
the tank before it is used for other spray 
materials.

If the tulips are flowering for the sec- 
ond year in the same place and are 
planted 4 to 5 inches deep they should 
be dug up. There are two reasons why. 
First. the bulbs will be dividing and be- 
coming small, so they should be removed 
and replaced with new bulbs. Secondly, 
it is necessary to thoroughly prepare the 
soil for annuals at least every second 
year, and this cannot be done where bulbs 
are planted at shallow depths. When 
bulbs are planted deeply the digging is 
done in the fall. 


FLOWER SEEDS to start in the frame 
this month are sweet william, campanula, 
Canterbury bell and such perennials as 
aquilegia. delphinium, shasta daisies ete. 
The perennials can be sown any time 
from now until fall. Transplant them 
twice as seedlings to nursery beds or pots, 
and then in August to their permanent 
position in the garden. All annuals can 
be sown outdoors in May, but a few 
that need a longer growing period are 
best started in the garden as plants. Such 
plants include begonia, annual 
verbena, lobelia and dianthus.

In the Greenhouse 


GREENHOUSE WORK in May consists 
mostly of cleaning up after the exodus. 
Bedding and vegetable plants are out of 
the way and the empty houses simplify 
house-cleaning. A clean house is a must 


for good growing. 


AMARYLLIS are past flowering but 
must still be kept growing until time for 
them to rest in the late summer. Feeding 
is important for building up good flower- 
ing bulbs for next spring. The amaryllis 
can be planted outdoors in rich garden 
soil to finish their growth and then lifted 
in the late summer and stored in a cool 
cellar. 


CHRYSANTHEMUM CUTTINGS that 
were taken in April will be about ready 
for potting or if they are to be benched 
and the bench is ready now, they can be 
transplanted right into it. Have plenty 
of rotted manure in the soil. If however 
you move them to 24-inch pots keep an 
eye on them and as soon as the pots fill 
up with roots move them to 4-inch pots. 
When potting into the 4-inch pots and 
larger ones, use a potting stick to firm 
the soil. Use a 5-inch potful of bonemeal 
to each bushel of soil used for the 
potting on the second shift. 

The young plants should be sprayed 
every ten days with a combination of 
rotenone and fermate to control insects 
and disease. Discard sick looking plants 
to help prevent the spread of disease.

CARNATIONS should be benched this 
month. Use soil from the compost heap 
and firm it when planting. Do not plant 
below the level of the soil in the pots.

If the pollen is not to be distributed 
immediately it is stored in fruit jars 
under dry conditions at 34° to 36° F. 
Too great a lapse of time between gather- 
ing and distribution should be avoided. 
Lycopodium spores are available from 
the S. B. Penick Company. 50 Church 
t., New York 7, N. Y., or The Michigan 
Orchard Supply Co., South Haven, 
Michigan. 

The  pollen-distributing trap forces 
bees to scramble upward through the 
pollen mixture as they leave the hive. 
A baffle plate of sheet aluminum or 
other metal with high polish, 6 by 1444 
inches is used. This is bent at right 
angles, lengthwise, so that the center 
line is: curved—causing the bees to 
scramble on the slippery surface and 
thus pick up some of the pollen mixture. 
A teaspoon or more of the pollen mixture 
is sprinkled into the distributing trap at 
a time, depending upon the number of 
bees leaving the hive per minute. For 
maximum results the colonies and dis- 
tributing trap are placed in the orchard 
when it is in full bloom and when a tem- 
perature of 65° to 75° is anticipated.

LAWN SPRINKLERS. Spraying 
slants with ice-cold water to protect them 
rom frost may not seem to make sense, 
but it actually does the trick. Here’s 
iow: As soon as the temperature gets 
below freezing, turn the sprinkler on 
the plants. This will first wash the frost 
off the plants; then gradually a coating 
of ice will form on them. This ice coat- 
ing will afford some protection from the 
still colder air and also, which is just as 
important, when the sun comes up the 
ice will allow the leaves to thaw out 
eradually without injury. (In most cases 
frozen plants can be greatly helped if 
they are made to thaw out gradually.) 

This may be a somewhat messy system 
of frost protection, but it is generally 
practical. Youll have to be careful, of 
course, not to overload tall, bushy plants 
with ice unless they are well supported; 
otherwise they will be likely to snap off 
from the weight of the ice. Also be care- 
ful about shutting off the water when the 
temperature is below freezing—you might 
burst your hose. 


PROTECTION BY COVERING. As 
the temperature drops, heat moves out of 
the earth into the atmosphere. Scientists 
tell us that on a cold night the earth will 
lose a million B.T.U.’s per acre. If you 
spread a little loose straw, newspaper, 
burlap. or what have you, over your 
plants you'll trap a few of those B.T.U.’s, 
and this heat will go a long way toward 
protecting your plants from frost damage. 
Then, too, the next morning this covering 
material will keep off the direct sun and 
let the plants warm up gradually. It’s 
the same principle here as with the 
sprinkler system. 

An adaptation of the protection by 
covering idea is the Hotkap, a device 
which is used quite extensively by com- 
mercial growers in various parts of the 
country. Hotkaps are little cones made 
of translucent paper which are placed 
over seedlings after they are transplanted 
outdoors. They act as miniature green- 
houses.

hormone material, designated “Horms 
No. 4.” has been found valuable in al- 
leviating frost damage in plants. The 
material is said to be a compound of 
vitamins and hormones and is reported 
to have lessened the severity of frost 
damage through pre-treatment and to 
have aided recovery through post-treat- 
ment. Grown under otherwise identical 
conditions, treated tomatoes are reported 
to have lived and untreated ones to have 
died. 

Since these are only first reports on 
the use of hormone preparations for frost 
protection, and since the materials are 
still in the experimental 
time will have to elapse before anything

CONCLUSION. There are lots of 
ways, you see, to prevent your prized 
plants from freezing. The most impor- 
tant thing is to be on the alert for ap- 
proaching frost.

They should be shaded until they become 
established. 

If frost is not expected until October 1, 
plants set out as late as June 30 may 
still be expected to bloom. Later in the 
season dahlias grown from plants should 
be hilled to protect the clumps of roots 
which will be near the surface. 

Pot roots are roots produced by a 
dahlia plant the previous year when 
grown in a clay’ pot buried in earth 
almost to the top of the pot. These may 
be from 3- to 8-inch pots and the roots 
will vary in size from that of a walnut 
to a small clump 3 inches in diameter 
with more than one division possible. 
They are allowed to bloom once to make 
certain of the variety. then all buds are 
removed so that the strength will be put 
into new root growth. These pot roots are 
usually full of pep. very fast growers and 
producers of good clumps of roots for 
the following year. Many exhibition 
growers prefer these to all other forms. 
If a variety is a hard one to winter over 
it is much more likely to survive when it 
is a pot root. They should be planted 
in the same manner as root divisions. 

Root divisions, the usual form in which 
dahlias are planted, should be firm and 
plump with a well-placed eye on the 
crown and a sound neck—that is, the 
connection between the bulbous part of 
the root and the part of the old crown 
where the eye is located.

be cracked or broken. Root divisions are 
the result of dividing the clumps dug the 
previous fall. They should not be divided 
until the eyes appear. 

The divisions should not be too large 
since large roots sometimes produce sufh- 
cient food for the growing plant so that 
new feeding roots do not develop and no 
increase is obtained at the end of the 
growing season. If large roots are re- 
ceived it is good practice to cut away 
part of the root farthest from the eye and 
then to sulfur the cut before planting. 


Both pot roots and root divisions can 
be planted around the middle of May. 
They should be placed approximately 6 
inches deep with the eye up and toward 
the stake to which the plant will later be 
tied. They should be covered with 3 to 4 
inches of earth and the hole filled in as 
the plant develops. If frosty weather 
should arrive after the shoots are above 
ground, they can be covered with more 
earth or with flower pots. An _ early 
planting usually means a good root sys- 
tem and a well-filled clump in the fall. 

Plants are cheaper than root divisions 
or pot roots because a number of them 
can be made from a single division. 
This is called propagating. Next there 
is an element of risk as to whether or not 
the plant will produce roots. Most of 
them do, but some produce only fibrous 
roots which are useless as far as another 
If plants do form 
clumps, they usually are not as “heavy” 
as root clumps, that is they do not pro- 
duce as many divisions and may not have 
as many eyes as a root clump. Finally, 
they require greater care to carry over 
the winter than do root clumps. 


season is concerned. 


Pot roots are equal to root divisions as 
far as clump making properties are con- 
cerned but only a few commercial grow- 
ers in this country have been offering pot 
roots and even these do not have them 
in all their offerings. Their production 
is on the increase because of the general 
satisfaction they give. This is a typical 
method of producing roots in Belgium 
and Holland where space is at a premium. 

For the exhibition grower. pot roots or 
plants seem to be preferred. For the 
average dahlia grower. either root divi- 
sions or pot roots will give greatest satis- 
faction in the long run. Blooms will 
be as large with one as with the other 
but the root clumps will be the easier to 
winter. If one has unlimited means or 
does not care to dig his stock in the fall, 
then plants offer a very satisfactory solu- 
tion to the dahlia problem. And if one 
has the facilities to take care of them, 
more of the new ones can be added at no 
increase in cost by procuring rooted cut- 
tings. Probably the best solution is pot 
roots or divisions for replacements. and 
plants or rooted cuttings for the new 
ones. And new ones we must have if the 
garden is to sustain interest.

ages good for American gardens. For it 
will bring to the fore a plant exactly 
suited in hardiness to our low winter 
temperatures and, in its ability to get 
along on little moisture and in most ordi- 
nary soils, to our average growing con- 





ditions. 

From early times right down to the 
present, blue has always been a favorite 
color in the summer garden “because of 
its coolness of aspect.” as Mrs. Wilder 
says, “in the trying heat and amidst the 
ever-increasing riot of gay colors.” And 
platycodon is to be numbered among the 
really good blue flowers of summer. 

As to combinations of platycodons with 
other plants, [ll have to limit myself 
to only a few references. One _ lovely 
planting seen a few years ago was made 
of blue-purple balloon-flowers, yellow 
daylilies and the white phlox Miss Lin- 
gard. I have noticed, too, a tendency in 





some sections to sow the Spanish poppy 
of apricot hue among balloon-flowers, and 
it does make a pretty combination. The 
yellow meadowrue, Thalictrum 
| glaucum, always makes a good companion 
for blue of almost any shade, and the 
same may be said of baby’s-breath, Gyp- 
sophila paniculata. The gray-blue platy- 
codons, including some usually called 
lavender, go well with scarlet, such as 
the scarlets found in phlox, geum and 
even the elegans lilies. The pale yellow 
mulleins well with them, al- 
though too many of either might overdo 
the spire effect; however, this could be 
relieved by interplanting the airy baby’s- 
breath. 

As cut flowers, if the stems are cut in 
the early morning and immersed im- 
mediately in cold water, balloon-flowers 
will last many days.

VYhe Shading Program 


Now as to the actual program of shad- 
ig. First, decide just when blooms are 
vanted. Then figure out when shading 
hould start by working backward from 
his date—nine, ten, or eleven weeks, de- 
ending upon the normal blooming time 
if the varieties you are going to shade. 

For bushy plants. the last pinch should 
ve made the day that shading is started. 
The first pinch should be made 6 weeks 
vefore then. and the second pinch three 
weeks before. Rooted cuttings should be 
potted or set in their permanent place 
three weeks before the first pinch, and 
the cuttings should be put in sand three 
weeks before this. Thus, once you have 
decided when blooms are wanted you 
can figure backward from that date to the 
dates when each preceding step should 
be taken. 

For large individual blooms, the single 
pinch is made 37 days before shading is 
begun. The rooted cuttings are planted 
3 weeks before pinching. and the un- 
rooted cuttings should be placed in sand 
three weeks before this.

It may be well to point out that shad- 
ing, like many other good things, does 


carry some hazards as well as advan- 
tages. For instance, during July and 


August the sun is still pretty hot at 
5 p.m. and covering plants at this hour 
makes for a hot, close and possibly moist 
atmosphere. This is an ideal condition 
for the growth of bacterial and fungous 
diseases and for some insects. Strict at- 
tention, consequently, must be given to 


the spraying program. Some. enthusi- 
asts have recommended that in very 


muggy weather the covering should be 
removed after dark and replaced before 
daylight the next morning. This is cer- 
tainly asking a great deal of anyone, but 
one never knows what to expect of a real 
gardener!

Probably any chrysanthemum variety 
will respond to shading, but as a matter 
of fact not all varieties are suitable be- 
cause their color is adversely affected.
